Oiiw, the long level fevil floor making 
this as easy as running a car on a track. 
Above tlie cow stalde is tbo riM)ni for 
hay and forage, which is all rat flneby 
hor«“ikiwer and distrilmted over the 
ronui by a carrier atlaebt>d to the oat- 
tor, which sots in the center of the long 
room. \Vhi>n usetl, after Ailing to one 
end it is timnnl around and run until 
the op|MMite end is Ailed. There is a 
chats (a) between every two cows, and 
the ent forage runs down without tbo 
usii of a luinket 01 fork. 

The partitions are lietween every two 
cows and are only 3 tevt long, with a 
tight tioard floor of the same length. 
Back of this, extending to sills of stable, 
there is a trapiiisir, tbo length that the 
stall il wide aud hiugtsl (o sill of sta- 
ble, BO as to r.iiso up to get out mannro. 
This d<x>r is made of 3 inch strips, 
iiaihid to flve 3 by 4 inch scantling and 
one inch apart. This di> 0 T baa a space 
3 inches wide iniuuslinti'ly back of the 
cow's bind feet for the manure to drop 
tbrongb. This space haa a door, simply 
a board 8 inches wide, which la hinged 
on the aide farthest fruni the cow aud 
let down when tha cowa go in or oot 
and then raitw-d and kept np for the 
manure to drop through while the cows 
aro in the stable. This space most be 
regulated to each pair of oows, which ia 
easily done by using mure or leas of the 
8 inch atrijM next to the solid floor. 
The cows stand with their hind feet and 
their back paits over the grating. The 
niauare pit extends partly ander the 
cows and will hold more than a month’s 
manure. The cows are held by fasten- 
inga in front of tbe stalls.

Faoitlas Liauiba Fur Early Markab 

To make tbe raising of early lambs 
piofltable it is important that they be 
in flue condition when ready tor mar- 
I etand that they lie ready to sell early. 
Mnch depen'ls upon tbe feed and care. 
Of all stock on the farm yonng lambs 
are tbe most difficult to push without a 
j setback. At almost any stage of tbe 
feeding a little overfeeding will give 
them a setback that will require several 
days to overcome. For the first three 
wet ks at least the lamlis must depend 
upon the lunthcr’a milk. In beginning 
to fetd tho owes start with a light ra- 
tion and gradually increase. If tbs 
ewes are fill on tiai rich material, there 
is always a risk of giving the lambs tbe 
scours, and this should always be avoid- 
c<l. \Xitli a little cate at the start tbe 
ewes may be fisl a ration sufficient to 
enable them to supply all tbe milk nec- 
es.uuiy for tiiu hiiiibs to make a thrifty, 
vigoions growth from the start. Wheat 
briiD, oiliiiinl. cornnieal and ground 
oats all iiiako a goial ration fur ewes 
that Hrosm kliiig lanilis. Of course they 
must huvu clover Lay in abundance. 
When till) liiiiils run with tbe ewes all 
tho time nnd tliu ewes are ft d on ground 
feed, the lainl'S will usnally liegin eat- 
ing when they are aljout 3 wut-ks old. 
Then it will pny to arrange a place 
where they cun b< Ip themselves. At 
fiist they will eat hut little, bat grad- 
ualfy they will learn to eat and will 
thrive much ladter than if they mast 
dejieud entirely ujiou their mether’s 
milk. 

A very little feed will do at first. Cn- 
der no vircoinstances should they bs 
given rocro than they will eat up clean. 
As they learn to eat the ration can be 
gradnally Increased, the quantity being 
detenu inisl liy tbe condition of the 
lambs and their appetite. 

By using care iu feeding a rapid gain 
may be sucured at comparatively a low 
cost, and if the lambs are kept gaining 
steadily they can be ready for market 
early. 

The earlier and the better tbe condi- 
tion when marketed tho higher tbe 
price. A few days’ delay even with 
the same lanil« will often make a con- 
siderable difference iu the price obtain- 
ed. — bt. Louis Hepublic.
